Veliotes, now retired from the 
State Department, said that this was 
the basic message given to Hussein 
at the Arab summit in Algiers in 
June. 
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Other U.S. officials yesterday 
agreed with Veliotes, although they 
stressed that Hussein would re-enter 
the peace process once a realistic 
opportunity for progress became 
clear. “Geography alone will dictate 
that,” an American official said, re- 
ferring to Jordan's lengthy border 
with Israel. 

Hussein, meanwhile, has ex- 
pressed hope that his most recent 
actions wil} force Israel to reassess 
its own attitude toward the peace 


process. 

“The ‘Israeli option’ is not there,” 
Hussein said in an interview pub- 
lished yesterday in The Washington 
Post. “We haven't seen it despite all 
our efforts over the years...Hope- 
fully, it will somehow now emerge” 
in the period of “reassessment and 
soul searching” that the king said his 
disengagement from the West Bank 
should initiate. 

The king was interviewed in Am- 
man by Jim Hoagiand, a foreign af- 
fairs columnist for the newspaper. 
Hoagland wrote that Husssein has 
“given up on his ability to influence 
either Jerusalem or Washington af- 
ter cooperating with both for two 
decades. He has cut loose their 
dreams of a ‘Jordanian option’ as an 
immediate answer to the Middle 
East stalemate.”

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Republicans stress moral, strategic tie with Israel,

WASHINGTON ~ The Republican Party's draft plat- 
form includes a lengthy section on the Middle East. 
with very strong emphasis on the need to maintain 
America’s “moral and strategic relationship with 
Israel." 

The draft. formulated in recent days by a Republi- 
can foreign policy subcommittee. is expected to be 
adopted without change during next week's Republi- 
can convention in New Orleans. 


Republican Jewish leaders were very excited by the 
pro-Israeli tone of the document. They expressed hope 
that it would help to generate support for Vice Presi- 
dent George Bush's presidential bid. 

They contrasted their party’s detailed section on 
Israel - largely 2 reaffirmation of statements already 
made ὃν Bush - to the brief paragraph included in the 
Democratic Party platform in Atlanta last month. 

Because the Democratic platform as a whole was 
much shorter than usual. the section on Israel — while 
very supportive — did not include many specifics. 

At that time. supporters of the Rev. Jesse Jackson 
unsuccessfully sought to insert into the Democratic 
platform an endorsement of Palestinian self- determi- 
nation. Supporters of Democratic presidential candi- 
date Michael Dukakis strongly opposed any such 
reference. 

Republican Jewish activists yesterday pointedly said 


that no floor fight against the pro-Israeli Republican 
platform was expected. 

The Democratic platform's section on the Middle 
East included this paragraph: “We believe that this 
country. maintaining the special relationship with Isra- 
el founded upon mutually shared values and strategic 
interest. should provide new leadership to deliver the 
promise of peace and security through negotiations 
that has been held out to Israel and its neighbours by 
the Camp David accords. 

The draft Republican statement says: “The founda- 
tion of our policy in the Middle East has been and must 
remain the promotion of a stable and lasting peace, 
recognizing our moral and strategic relationship with 
Israel. The Reagan-Bush administration solidified this 
close partnership more than any of its predecessors. 
AS 2 result. the relations between the United States 
and Israel are closer than ever before.” 

The statement pledged that a Bush administration 
“will continue to maintain Israel's qualitative advan- 
tage over any adversary or coalition of adversaries.” 

It also said the U.S. “should continue to search for 
increasing means to solidify the strategic relationship 
with Israel by taking additional concrete steps to fur- 
ther institutionalize this partnership. This would in- 
clude continuing the meetings on military. political 
and economic cooperation and coordination; preposi- 
tioning military equipment: developing joint contin- 
gency plans: and increased joint naval and air exer- 
cises. The growth of the Soviets’ military presence in 
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the Eastern Mediterranean and along Nato’s southem 
flank has demonstrated the importance of developing 
and expanding the U.S.-Israel strategic relationship. 
The Republican statement went on to “oppose the 
creation of an independent Palestinian state,” insisting 
that “its establishment is inimical to the security intex- 
ests of Israel, Jordan and the U.S.” It added: “We will 


not support the creation of any Palestinian entry thar : 


could place Israel's security in jeopardy. 

The platform said the Republican Party would build 
upon the current peace efforts of the Reagan adminis- 
tration based on the following principles: 

C1 A just and lasting peace is essential, urgent, and can 
be reached only through direct negotiations between 
Israel and the Arab nations. 

UO Peace treaties must be reached through direct nego- 
tiations and must never be imposed upon unwilling 


partners. 

ΓΙ The PLO should have no role in the peace process 
unless it recognizes Israel's right to exist, accepts Unit- 
ed Nations Security Council Resolutions 242 and 338, 
renounces terrorism, and removes language from its 
charter demanding Israel's destruction. 

The draft platform said the U.S. “should explore 
opportunities to move the peace process forward το- 
ward direct negotiations as long as the security needs 
of Israei are not compromised. Much work remains to

The draft noted that Israel has voted with the U.S. 
at the United Nations more frequently than any other 
nation. “The Reagan-Bush administration supported

- from those bodies until that action was rectified,” it 


said. “The Republican Party reaffirms its support for 
the rescission of UN Resolution 3379 which equates 
Zionism with racism.

Olmert scored for conflict of interest

Likud MK Ehud Otmert’s report-

Likud MK Uriel Lynn said it was 
already illegal under the House 
Rules on ethical parliamentary be- 
haviour (passed years before the 
new law) for an MK to represent 
another person or body in negotia- 
tions with the authorities, unless the 
legal adviser of the department in- 
volved were also present. He said 
that as of now the only fonn of 
Tepresentation permitted to an MK 
before a state authority was in con- 
nection with a judicial process. 
which was not the case with Egged’s 


negotiations. 

However, Transport Minister 
Haim Corfu said he knew nothing 
about Olmert representing Egged in 
any talks about subsidies. 

Another lawyer. the CRM’s Mor- 
dechai Virshubski, has written to 
the chairman of the Knesset Ethics 
Committee saying that Olmert's 
conduct is reprehensible and flouts 
the spirit of the new law restricting 
MKs” extramural activities. Vir- 
shubski said he was asking the Eth- 
ics Committee to probe the issue 
since Olmert turned down his sug- 
gestion that he seek advice himself 
from that body.

Former Prisoner of Zion 
turns hand to carpentry

“I was up till 3 this morning.” 
apologized bleary-eyed former Pris- 
oner of Zion, recent immigrant and 
cellist Alexei Magarik. Not, as 
might have been expected, at a post- 
recital celebration. but putting the 
finishing touches to a set of wooden 
library fittings for a synagogue in 
Efrat. 

At the carpentry workshop whivit

At one stage, it 
was feared that Magarik’s hands 
would suffer irreparable damage. 


Windhoek snakeman bares fangs at ‘Old Nazi’ slur

WINDHOEK, Nambia (Reuter) - One day in 1941 in 
the German lines outside Stalingrad, Lieutenant Strauss rep- 
rimanded Gunner Finkeldey for using too much precious 
ammunition in knocking out seven Soviet tanks. 
The lieutenant, Franz-Josef Strauss, is now premier of the 
West German state of Bavaria and one of his country’s 


leading politicians. 


The gunner, Helmut Finkeldey. is now silver-haired and 
6%, a retired electrical engineer who lives in a bome he bas 
built for himself in the Namibian capital of Windhoek. 

Amazingly, the two men’s paths still cross, most recently 
Jast January when Strauss visited this former German colony 
as part of a southern African tour.

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Swedish police 
raid home of 
terror suspect 


STOCKHOLM (AP) -- Swedish se- 
curity police have raided the home 
of a Palestinian who allegedly 
planned the deadly attack last 
month on a Greek cruise ship, the 
Aftonbladet newspaper reported 
yesterday. 

Investigators also found a cache 
of four Kalashnikov assault rifles 
hidden in a forest a few kilometres 
from the home of the Palestinian, 
who police believe was the opera- 
tions chief of the Abu Nidal terrorist 
group, the paper said. 

The man, who described-himself 
as an international businessman, 
lived with a Swedish wife under the 
name Samir Mohammed Kadar for 
the past two years in a Stockholm 
suburb, the paper said. 

He δἷϑο had a dozen other aliases, 
and the paper did not identify him 
by a real name. 

Aftonbladet said Kadar was the 
mastermind behind the July 11 as- 
sault on the City of Poros cruise ship 
in which nine people died and more 
than 80 were wounded. 

Police uncovered other docu- 
ments linking Kadar to the hijacking 
of a Pan Am airliner to Karachi in 
1986. the paper said. Sixteen people 
were killed in a rescue operation by 
Pakistani authorities. 


Finkeldev. while acknowledging his support for Adolf 
Hitier during the war. bristles at suggestions that he bas 
lingering Nazi sympathies. He granted an interview on condi- 
tion that “You do not write that you have sat down and 
talked with an old Nazi. which I am not. 


“I now realize that we young people were exploited in a 
hopeless situation.”

The Sharon plan 


“JORDAN IS PALESTINE.” 
That is the bottom line as far as 
Ariel Sharon is concerned regard- 
ing any attempt to resolve the Pal- 
estinian-Israel dispute. “I’m not 
sure whether Palestine is Jordan, 
but Jordan is certainly Palestine,” 
emphatically repeats the industry 
minister, about whom a Kuwaiti 
newspaper, Al Kabas, said this 
week that King Hussein made his 
move in fear of a Likud victory in 
the November election that would 
“bring Sharon back to the Defence 
Ministry.

A centrepiece of Sharon's spa- 
cious office in dowatown Jerusalem 
is a large plaque proclaiming in big, 
bold letters Isaiah's prophecy about 
the beating of swords into ‘plough- 
shares. “A present from my wife,” 
he explains with a smile, ‘when I 
first entered the government as ag- 
riculture minister; it has gone the 
round of ministries with me since.” 

Sharon seems anxious to nurture 
an image of a reasonable man, a 
mild politician, yet very much mas- 
ter of the situation. He exudes con- 
fidence in his own ability to read 
the flow of events and provide ao- 
swers. One senses a determination 
to be seen not in any way as an 
extremist or a marginal thinker, but 
as a.mainstream figure, ἃ man with 
broad national rather than narrow 
party objectives always in view. Ge- 
nial, too; anxious not to engage in 
name calling or personal criticism. 


STILL, he is not averse to recount- 
ing his achievements. ‘"This govern- 
ment, especially the 10-man inner 
cabinet, is an excellent body, com- 
posed of just about the best array of 
talent and experience in Israel's his- 
tory. Yet, without.blowing my own 
trumpet, I believe it’s true to say 
that I'm the only one who has pro- 
duced a legitimate plan on how we

Yanai, who is chairman of the 
department of Israel studies at the 
University of Haifa and author of 
political books and articles, has just 
brought out a new volume, Moshe 
Dayan on the Peace Process and Fu- 
ture of Israel -— 1977-81,” published 
by the Defence Ministry's publish- 
ing house with the Jerusalem Centre 
for Public Affairs. 

Tt is an anthology of the speeches 
made by Dayan during that period 
at the Bama debating forum set up 
by his supporters after he was ap- 
pointed foreign minister in the first 
Begin goverament. At open and 
closed meetings of the forum, which 
he insisted must be non-partisan, he 
debated the issues of the day with 
such political leaders as Abba Eban, 
Yitzhak Rabin, and the late Shrove! 
Tamir as well as members of acade- 
mia, journalists. and retired 
generals. 

Yanai edited the previously un- 
published speeches from tapes, 
wrote 2 foreword, and for each 
chapter wrote extensive notes re- 
constructing the context of the time 
and a summary of what the other 
speakers said. 

Dayan made all his speeches at 
Bama off the cuff, showing himself 
as a man with “a very fertile mind, 
adept at thinking on his feet.” Yanai 
considers Dayan “unpolished, cou- 
rageous, and basically honest” and

He 
held that positions change in the 
course of negotiations as all sides 
must reconsider all their previous 
concepts and historical doctrines in 
the process.” 


BEFORE HE LEFT for Camp Da- 
vid, Dayan explained to Bama that 
he bad backed down from his fam- 
ous “I prefer Sharm e-Sheikh with- 
‘out peace to peace without Sharm e- 
Sheik.”

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The single impervious conflict? 


WHEN it came into being. 41 years ago. both 
the Soviet Union and the U.S. rushed to grant 
Israel diplomatic recognition. lt seemed like 
an auspicious beginning for the embattled. 
fledgling Jewish state. Later it was to appear 
us one of the last post-war manifestatiuns of 
the grand anti-Nazi alliance. before the Culd 
War broke out in full force. After briefly 
toying with the notion of neutrality between 
the two power blocs, Israel cast its lot with the 
American-led Free World, to which it be- 
longed by virtue of political conviction and 
practical interest. 

The necessity of choosing sides in a bipolar 
world was nevertheless deplored for some 
time, for it limited Israel's freedom of action. 
That attitude persisted even as the Soviet 
Union was turning increasingly supportive of 
the Arabs and hostile towards this country. 
The severance of ties by the Kremlin in 1967 
knocked out all previous illusions. It left no 
doubt that Israel's security had become cru- 
cially dependent, both diplomatically and mil- 
itarily, on as strong a nexus as possible with 
the U.S. 

Ina climate of continuing tension and suspi- 
cion between Washington and Moscow, their 
attempts to settle the Arab-Israel conflict 
from the outside were virtually doomed. Jeru- 
salem could breathe easily. Even the Ameri- 
can-Soviet detente, during the Nixon-Kissin- 
ger years did not disturb the new Israel- 
American relationship. And when the Reagan 
Administration took over that relationship 
reached a point of intimacy, even inter-depen- 
dence, beyond anything that went before. 

But times are changing. The same president 
who had earlier railed against the Soviets’ Evil 


Empire. is now taking an almost benign view 
of it. The new Soviet leader is proclaiming 
amity with the U.S. to be his pnme goal in 
foreign affairs. While their ideologies remain 
widely apart. the superpowers are joining. 
however gingerly. in moves to check the 
threat of nuclear war to humanity. And to 
help put down regional conflicts that may 
threaten the peace of the world. 

The sudden ebbing away of wars all around 
the warld. from Angola through the Gulf to 
Cambodia. is largely due to the convergence 
of Soviet and American interests in peace. 
The one area left untouched by the recent 
moves towards pacific settlement. happens to 
be the one inhabited by Israel and the Arabs. 

That seemingly bizarre fact was brought up 
by [srael's foreign minister in commenting, on 
Kol Yisrael yesterday. about the inner cabi- 
πεῖς war-like peace-session the day before. 
Mr. Peres suggested that “ours cunnot remain 
the only conflict™ to remain unsettled. His 
choice of language was unhappy. If the part- 
ners to a conflict are sufficiently bloody-mind- 
ed about not settling it except on their own 
terms, it will remain unsettled — perhaps until 
such a time as another clash of arms proves so 
deadly as to leave no other choice. Some signs 
are in fact pointing in that direction in the case 
of the Israel-Arab conflict. 

What Israelis of the annexationist persua- 
sion may, however. usefully ponder is that the 
era during which this country’s leaders could 
safely refuse even to contemplate giving up 
territory for peace, is apparently drawing to a 
close. If only because the once comfortable 
cushion of East-West conflict is rapidly losing 
its resilience. 


Nissim embattled but unbowed 


THE opposing forces of the Likud and the 
Alignment had barely ended berating one an- 
other over peace policies at Wednesday's 
meeting of the inner cabinet. when a biparti- 
san ministerial attack was launched from the 
direction of both the Alignment and the Likud 
against the Treasury. Foreign Minister Shi- 
mon Peres was joined by his political arch- 
opponent, Ariel Sharon, the industry and 
trade minister, in criticising the Likud finance 
minister, Moshe Nissim, for pursuing eco- 
nomic policies which, so both of them 
charged, were leading to the ruination of agri- 
culture and industry. 

Both ministers aimed their shafts at Mr. 
Nissim's high interest-rate policy, and at his 
refusal to devalue the shekel. 

The present interest-rate policy was one of 
the pillars of the economic stabilization pro- 
gramme of which Mr. Peres, as premier three 
years ago, was a co-architect. High interest 
rates were conceived as a tool with which to 
bring down hyperinflation and to keep the 
foreign-currency reserves from being deplet- 
ed. The programme proved a signal success, 
but its achievements could be undone by all 
too ready a reduction of interest rates. 

True, the very success of the policy of stabi- 
lization exacted a toll of firms and organiza- 
tion, factories and farm settlements that had 
all too long counted on the pleasures of infla- 
tions, factories and farm settlements that had 
any need to keep a tight rein on their own 
budgets. Now that the dust of inflation has 
settled, inefficiency and mismanagement are 
finally coming to light. Bad managers are 
suddenly discovering that the Treasury wil! 
not liberally spend public furids in order to 
bail them out, and that unless they are pre-

All in all, however, the restructuring of the 
economy has, surprisingly perhaps, been 
achieved without truly excruciating pain. It 
has resulted in relatively low unemployment, 
in stable prices and in substantial growth. 
Foreign currency reserves are now at an al- 
most all-time high. The net foreign debt 
dropped to $18.9 billion at the end of this 
year’s first quarter, its lowest level since 1983. 
The picture is further brightened by the re- 
corded 22 per cent rise since 1983 in the net 
domestic product of the business sector, the 
bulk of it during the past two years. 

Figures for the first quarter of this year also 
show that the balance of payments deficit, a 
mere $44 million. is in pretty good shape. The 
trade deficit during the first seven months of 
the year fell by 8 per cent. correcting the 37 
per cent deficit rise in 1987. 

All this does not mean that interest rates 
need not be brought down. But that would 
require a further budget reduction, which can- 
not be done before the elections are over and 
a new budget is drafted. One thing must, 
however, be clear. Low interest rates and 
large government expenditures do not go to- 
gether, unless they are actually meant to pro- 
duce another bout of ruinous hyperinflation.

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REMEMBERING MUNICH 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - When I retumed from my 
last visit to Israel, | was again reas- 
sured by the sight of Jews carrying 
arms. I only wished that we had 
arms when we were mercilessly and 
methodically slaughtered by the Na- 
zis while the uncaring world looked 
on. However, I was shaken out of my 
complacency by the organized riots, 
but even more so by the outpouring 
of invective coming from Jews, and 
directed against israel. There was 
πο surprise in the names of the mor- 
alists and Op-Ed writers. Attacks 
from non-Jews come to me, a survi- 
vor, as no surprise. 


1 remember Munich. [ am de- 
pressed and angry. 

Still, some responses to the at- 
tacks restored in me, to some de- 
gree. my trust in the basic integrity 
of American Jews. if aot in the wis- 
dom of their so-called leaders. Have 
these Jeremiahs on the Hudson. the 
tabbis, social leaders. appararchiks 
running the organization, film-mak- 
ers and others of no discernible label 
forgotten the lessons of Jewish his- 
tory? Have they forgotten Munich? 

For many of them the Holocaust 
seems to be a closed book that 
should, nay. must be put bebind us. 
They have forgotten that we have 
been victims of holocausts for 2,000 
years. We have been murdered by 
Roman emperors, Christian kings. 
Moslem caliphs, Crusaders. Tor- 
quemadas of various persuasions, 
Russian tzars and anyone who felt 
that it was time to “kill the Jews.” 
Hitler's Final Solution was only the 
last effort to erase the name of the 
Jew, as a nation or religion, from 
the face of the earth. 

These Jews forget that Israel is 
not America. True. the majority. if 
not all of these moralists are equally 
Opposed to any effort by their coun- 
try to defend by force its and sheir 
rights. America is a mighty country 
and will survive their attacks. But 
when they call for Israel's surrender. 
they forget that Israel. a tiny coun- 
try. is surrounded by hordes of im- 
placable enemies, in wait for their 
version of the final solution, and it 
May not survive. 

At this 50th anniversary of Mu- 
nich, these people should be re-

Appeasement has become a dirty 
words, and even these moralists, 
who are in their hearts bound by it, 
do not want to be saddled with it.

The preachers of morality, self- 
hating Jews. seekers of headlines 
can look back to a long tine of pre- 
decessors, from Josephus Flavius in 
antiquity, through the Shabbetai 
Zvis in the dark ages, to the post- 
enlightenment Heinrich Heines and 
Karl Marxes. and closer in time and 
America to the Walter Lippmans 
and Hollywood's Woody Allens. 

Like every human being, I feel 
compassion with the little boys and 
girls who are sent by their insidious 
elders to be maimed and killed, but 
I must remember that those who 
throw stones today will be ready to 
stage Kristallnachts tomorrow.

Long before Dr. Isac his 
unit in Shaare Zedek hospital, the 
“women’s organisations” men- 
tioned in one line in your article had 
opened Rape Crisis Centres and 
hotlines for rape victims. These cen- 
tres, as well as dealing with the im- 
mediate needs of the victim, became 
pressure groups on ail institutions 
involved in dealing with rape victims 
and were responsible for changes 
both in police and hospital treat- 
ment of the victim and for the recent 
changes in the law. ᾿ 

The idea of a rape-evidence col- 
lection kit was introduced to Israel 
by the Tel Aviv Rape Crisis Centre 
which was even responsibje for find- 
ing a manufacturer for it. Unfortu- 
nately, it is not true that “today 
every hospital in Israel is equi; 
with a special rape-(evidence) kit.” 
Nat one hospital in Tel Aviv has 
agreed to use the kit and many vic- 
tims are still sent to Abu Kabir. In 
other cities, many hospitals do not 
use the kits, so that a victim may 
have to iook for one that does. All 
the rape crisis centres are trying to 
correct this situation. 

The centres recognize that the: 


tion as they need in an informal 
framework. Many of the women 
who do not report rape to the au- 
thorities do turn to the Rape Crisis 
Centres. Thus an accurate report on 
Tape cannot deal only with those 
cases which newspapers choose to 
sensationalize. We deal with rape 
every single day and ποῖ just in the 
summer months — rape by husbands, 
friends, neighbours and bosses. as 
well as rape by strangers. (Indeed, by 
claiming that more rape takes place 
im summer because “women dress 
differently,” Dr. Isac falls into the 
old pattern of blaming the victim by 
Suggesting that women cause rape 
by the- way they dress.) 

, The reason we need to correct the 
inaccuracies mentioned above is not 
in any way to discredit Dr. Isac. It is 
to point out 2 very common phe- 
nomenon that whenever women 
(and Particularly feminist women) 
do something important, it is either 
ignored and forgotten, or credited 
to someone else.

Labour should be, and in 
fact is, running very scared, but not 
primarily because of the demise of 
the policy of the Jordanian option 
on which its leader, Shimon Peres, 
insisted on placing all of his and his 


party's chips. 


The idea of seeking a solution to . 
the problem of the administered ter-. 


ritories in an arrangement with King 
Hussein was, hypothetically, an ex- 
tremely reasonable approach. Its 


only trouble was that it did not stand: 


up to the test of the real world... 

Peres guessed wrong, and Labour 
does not sow have a clear and per- 
suasive answer to the problem of the 
territories. The recent whispers sug- 
gesting that the party consider shift- 
ing its support from the defunct Jor- 
danian option to a proposal for 
initiating talks with the PLO is a 
counsel of desperation redolent of a 
wish to commit electoral suicide. 

When one considers the effect of 
the failure of Peres’s Jordanian-op- 
tion gambie on Labour's electorel 
chances, the party's present lack of a 
credible policy must be seen against 
the backdrop of the even greater 
lack of credibility of Likud’s aim to 
eventually annex all the adminis- 
tered. territories. That has simply 
never been in the cards, and, what is 
more, has never attracted a majority 
of the electorate. 

It is profoundly misleading to try 
to paint a ξέξιιτε of the Israeli elec- 
torate as being, deeply divided. be- 
tweemhawksand deves.on the:terri- 
torial question and the Arab-Israel 
conflict. That picture is correct for 
significant extremes in the elector- 
ate; but the vast majority of us are in

able with not seeing any obvious 
solution to them, willing to continue

.WHEN YISRAEL KESSAR suc- 
ceeded Yeruham Meshel as secre- 
tary-general of the Histadrut four 
years ago, many expressed the hope 
that as the representative of a new 
generation and of a previously ua- 
der-represented part of the Israeli 
populace, he would be able to shake 
up the 65-year-old Histadrut giant, 
from which most of its members had 
become alienated. 

- In that regard, Kessar has been a 
distinct disappointment. His main. 
and crucial, achievemem in these 
four years was in mobilizing the sup- 
‘port of the Histadrut and its trade- 
union membership for the Peres 
government's new economic policy, 
which stopped the runaway inflation 
at the eleventh hour. But when it 
came to shaking up the Histadrut 
and adapting it to the new social and 
economic realities of the 1980s, Kes- 
sar’s record has been one of woo 
little and too late, or none at all. 

He has proven more of a survivor 
in the corridors of the labour-feder- 
ation’s Byzantine bureaucracy than 


‘a bold innovator and tribune for its 


two million members. 

When the extent of the latest ca- 
tastrophe at Koor first became pub- 
lic knowledge several weeks ago, 
some Labour election-campaign 
managers suggested that Kessar be 
shunted aside in the campaign and 
ἐπ᾿ effect be hidden away.

I SUGGEST two areas in which to 
begin such a mid-campaign sha- 
keup. A minor, but nonetheless im- 
portant one, would be insistence on 
applying the principle of personal 


accountability by demanding the 


resignation of the secretary of the 
Histadrut's Hevrat Ha’ovdim eco- 
nomic: framework, Danny Rosolio. 
He pleads innocent on grounds of 
ignorance, when his job was to 
make sure he knew. 

The other major target for a radi- 
cal shakeup is the area that affects 
the lives and health of close to 80 per 
cent of Israelis: the Histadrut's Ku- 


-pat Holim Clalit health service. 


There was a time when control of 
Kupat Holim was considered a ma- 
jor political advantage to Labour. 


. That time is long past: association of 


Labour with the health fund's sorry 
image is clearly an efectoral liability. 
Labour could take two dramatic 
steps in an effort to overcome that 
liability. It could announce its inten- 
tion to divert scores of millions of 
shekels in employers’ mas makbil 
dues from the funding of the redun- 
dant Histadrut bureaucracy to shore 
up the health service's finances. Af- 
ter all, Kupat Holim and not the 
Histadrut bureaucracy, is what 
members are paying dues for. 
Secondly it could take the initia- 
tive in streamlining the public- 


‘health system by incorporating its 


health service into a depoliticized 
national health service. 

Sounds naive, and totally margin- 
al compared with such issues as Jor- 
dan, the Palestinians and the territo- 
ties? Let me repeat: 30 per cent of 
the respondents in the Pori poll as- 
serted that the state of the country's 
health services was the paramount 
problem facing Israel, as compared 
with only 18 per cent who pointed to 
the sitvation in the territories. 

Maybe the voters know some- 
thing the -politicians don’t!

“A NEW REALITY exists and Jor- 
dan must adjust to it. The West 
Bank is no longer Jordan and we 
have no place in the negotiations 
over its future.” 

This is how King Hussein ex- 
plained his decision to withdraw 
from negotiating the future of the 
Palestinians, something that they 
should conduct by themselves 
through their “sole and legitimate 
representative” — the PLO. The roy- 
al explanation was made in an inter- 
view with The New York Times ~ 


notin August 1988 but in November 


1974. 
. Fourteen years ago the PLO was 
much more powerful than now and 
Jordan, which did not really partici~ 
ate in the 1973 war. was much less 
influential in the Arab world than it 
is today. The Jordanian monarch 
was deeply disappointed that Israel 
had not given him what she was 
iving to Egypt and Syria: an inter- 
im arrangement whereby a certain 
territorial withdrawal would take 
place. He felt he deserved better 
treatment. 


More than that, in 1974 Hussein 
realized that it was not only the 
hawkish government of Golda Meir, 
Moshe Dayan, and Yisrael Gaiili 
that had refused to relinquish the 
whole of the West Bank. Even the 
relatively dovish new government of 
Yitzhak Rabin, Shimon Peres, and 
Yigal Allon insisted on a territorial 
compromise that would include rec- 
ognition by Jordan of the legitimacy 
of Israel's annexation of a significant 
part of the territory the king consid- 
ered his own. 

Forsaken by Israel, threatened by 
the PLO, and politically isolated by 
the rest of the Arab rulers, Hussein, 
a world champion in survival, decid- 
ed to take time out. No one could 
then blame him for not giving the 
Palestinians a chance of dealing with 
the enemy by themselves. No one 
could accuse him of trading Palestin- 
ian rights and dividing the spoils 
with the enemy. He stuck to the 
decisions-made at the Rabat summit 
and announced a new policy: the 
West Bank was no longer Jordanian 
and he would have no part in deter- 
mining its future. 

But neither the Rabat nor his own 
unequivocal declarations prevented 
him from doing his utmost to pre- 
serve his share in the process of 
determining the future of that very 
territory. His goal was to influence 
developments in line with Jordan's 
interests of survival and security. 

To achieve this object he made 
deals with Yasser Arafat, when he 
felt this necessary, but he never hes- 
itated to blame the PLO leader for

breaking them. On the other hand, 
when he believed that there was a 
chance that Israel would agree to 
open negotiations in an internation- 
al conference, he made 8 deal with 
the U.S. and Shimon Peres. As was 
the case with his other deals, under- 
takings, and mutual understandings 
with 1, Hussein did not break 
his April 1987 London agreement 


* with . 


The common factor in both dipto- 
matic directions -- with the PLO and 
directly with Israel — was that a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
would negotiate the future of the 
territory taken by Israel from Jor- 
dan in the Six-Day War. 

Based upon this historical experi- 
ence one tends to speculate that the 
same process is anticipated again. 


SUCH A CONCLUSION would re- 
flect the similarities in the verbal 
expressions and political formulas 
used by the king in 1974 and now. 
On the other hand, it would ignore 
the substantial differences in imple- 
menting the policy by Jordan and in 
the reaction by the PLO and the 
Palestinians under Israeli adminis- 
tration to the “new” Jordanian 
icy. 

The similarities are obvious. Both 
in 1974 and now Hussein's descrip- 
tion is of “a new reality” and his 
conclusion is that “the West Bank 
and Gaza (in 1974 he spoke in this 
context only of the West Bank) be- 
Jong to the Palestinian people”: 
hence Jordan has no title there and 
no wish to determine the furure of 
that territory. 

But there are significant differ- 
ences between the 1974 and 1988 
cut-off declarations. In 1974 the roy- 
al statement did not result in any 
concrete steps. Jordan continued to 
pay Salaries to civil servants. It con- 
tinued to issue passports to local 
inhabitants: all of them were consid- 
ered Jordanian citizens on a par with 
East Bankers. The Jordanian minis- 
try for the occupied territories con- 
tinued to function, transferring 
money, imer alia, for public invest- 
ments, with Israel's quiet un- 
derstanding that it was for the mutu- 
al interest of both countries to 
strengthen Jordanian power in Ju- 
dea and Samaria at the expense of 
the PLO. 


Now it all seems to be very differ- 
ent. A significant portion of the Jor- 
danian salaries has reportedly been 
stopped. Loca: inhabitants will no 
longer be considered Jordanian citi- 
zens and their rts will be re- 
garded as “travel documents” only. 
The ministry for the occupied terti- 
tories has been abolished and a new 
department formed in the foreign

ministry to deal with the relation- 
ship between Jordan and the West 
Bank and Gaza, thus hinting at the 
nature the relationship may take in 
the future: diplomatic relations be- 
tween two independent states. 
This is ἃ symbolic hint. but not the 
only one. Jordan’s television has 
stopped announcing the weather 


. forecast of Jerusalem, Hebron, and 
Nablus, and at the intervals between | 


programmes a map of the kingdom 
bordered to the west by the River 
Jordan replaces the photograph of 
the Temple Mount 

Symbols are significant in human 
communication in general and in 
Politics in particular. A nation’s wilt 
can be mobilized when national 
symbols are used with sophistica- 
tion. And the symbols used by Hus- 
sein in implementing his cut-off poli- 
cy show that this time it may be 
different from 1974. 

Another difference between 1974 
and 1988 is the reactions of the PLO 
and the West Bankers. In 1974 the 
PLO did not take the opportunity to 
try a political option. They did not 
change their attitude to Israel and its 
right to exist. They did not stop 
terrorism. They refused to accept 
the conditions laid down by then 
U.S. secretary of state Henry Kis- 
singer for their participation in a 
peace process with Israel. They 
could not accept even President Sa- 
dat’s suggestion that they form a 
government-in-exile functioning 
from Cairo and enjoying world-wide 
recognition. In short, they reacted 
to Hussein's diplomatic move by 
diplomatic inaction. 


THIS TIME Hussein’s move is not 
merely diplomatic. It relates to the 
domestic realm as well, affecting 
each and every locaf inhabitant. 
Moreover, Hussein's move came af- 
ter eight months of the imsifada that 
had raised the Palestinians’ self-es- 
teem. Perhaps some of them have 
begun to feel what Sadat felt after 
the 1973 war: that he could enter 
peace negotiations with pride. 

On the other hand, in this eight- 
month-old struggle, a wedge has 
been driven between the PLO lead- 
ership and the local Palestinians 
who initiated it independently, are 
carrying it out, and are suffering the 
consequences. Of course, they con- 
tinve to declare their unconditional 
loyalty to the PLO as the “sole rep- 
resentative,“ but a new tone of self- 
respect is added. 


On these grounds a tendency to 
develop a separate policy. indepen- 
dent of the PLO’s interests. could be 
anticipated as a reaction to Hus- 
sein’s new stand. For the Palestin- 
ians in Judea, Samaria. and Gaza it 


takes no ideological sacrifice to ac- 
knowledge the existence of Israel, 
the country that has been ruling 
them for the last 21 years. They 
realize that we are here to stay, that 
we are stronger. and that we have 
our own aspirations, beliefs, and 
— that they will not be able to 
lestroy. Consequently. some of 
them advocate a more realistic ap- 
proach to their own future. 

Of course, this is not enough. The 
conditions set, for example, by Fai- 
sal Husseini in his document are to- 
tally unacceptable to Israel. Never- 
‘theless, that document does not calf 
for the destruction of Istael but for 
negotiating with her over the com- 
mon border. Husseini’s map is unac- 
ceptable. His approach is a new phe- 
nomenon which cannot be ignored 
by a responsible leadership. 


There is a feeling of unrest be- 
yond the Palestinian scene. Perhaps 
this is the reason for the discussion 
in high PLO circles of the almost 
forgotten idea of a government-in- 
exile. Not only Arab and Commu- 
nist countries are supposed to recog- 
nize such a government. Not only 
West European governments, but 
the new U.S. administration as well 
will find it very difficult to deny the 
right of such a body to participate in 
the determination of the future of 
the region of which it is ~ like it or 
not — an integral part. Once it de- 
clares its readiness to enter into 

negotiations with Israel the 
world will probably interpret it as an 
acceptance of the famous Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338. 


It all started with the stubborn 
refusal of Prime Minister Shamir 
and his party to negotiate peace with 
a joint Jordanian-Palestinian dele- 
gation in the proposed international 
conference. Some of the Likud lead- 
ers, headed by Shamir and Ariel 
Sharon, advocate the turning of Jor- 
dan into ἃ Palestinian state. But, 
like all monarchs, Hussein takes 
care of his dynasty. He wishes to 
ensure the durability of Jordan as it 
is. 


Between the two risks -- launching 
a process that could lead to the es- 
tablishment of a separate Palestin- 
ian state, and having the Likud 
working on the Palestinization of 
Jordan -- he chose the former. 

Shamir blocked negotiations with 
Jordan because he warted to ensure 
Israel's control of all the territories 
it administers now. As happens 
quite often :n history, his approach 
is leading to the very opposite re- 
sults. Because of his tactics, Israel 
will nor have Jordan in the near 
future as a negotiating partner, and 
if the Palestinians act reasonably 
enough they can manipulate world 
pressure on Israel to relinquish 
much more than it would, had Sha- 
mir not succeeded in sterilizing Per- 
es’s peace initiative.

SOME YEARS ago, before 
there were concert balls in Jeru- 
salem, live entertainment was 
given at the Edison cinema, then 
an ugly hangar of a building. It 
was built in the Thirties and 
named in memory of Thomas 
Edison, the recently deceased 
genius who invented the light 
bulb and did so much to develop 
some of the curses of our age, 
such as moving pictures and the 
phonograph. it was at the Edi- 
son that the Israel Philharmonic 
would perform regularly and it 
was there that [ attended the 
first (and last) Israel perfor- 
mance of Darius Mithaud's op- 
era, David, with a buge cast of 
singers lined up along the edge 
of the vast platform like a Polish 
bread queue turned sideways. 
It was also there that I saw 
my first marionette show, apart 
from Punch and Judy on the 
beach at Leigh-on-Sea in Essex. 
Ht was presented by an Italian 
company whose name I’ve un- 
gratefully forgotten. I’ve also 
forgotten what the play was all 
about. All I remember is that I 
was so enthralled by the perfor- 
mance that I was utterly flab- 
ed at its close when the 
“*stage"* I had been watching for 
the previous hour or so was re- 
vealed to be a smallish box and 
the “‘actors’? merely puppets, 
hanging dolls whose string puil- 
ers. were normal-sized human 
beings who were giants by 
comparison. 
In a way ft was rather humili- 
ating. 1 had entered a miniature 
world and found it real, and 
that I was at home in it. I was 
the opposite of Herzi who, as he 
once said, conferred with the 
great of the world and found 
them smal} —as small as himself. 


THE ENGLISH word “‘pup- 
pet.”" of course, comes straight 
from the French poupée, doll. 
This also turns up in the word 
puppy, for the whelp of the do- 
mesticated dog. Alter the vocal- 
ization of the French word and 
you get the far more interesting 
papa, father. It was used un- 
translated by upper-class En- 
glishmen in Jane Austen’s time 
Anglican Chureh never used the

Papa crossed from France to 
North Africa, where it acquired 
the Arabic labial, and so baba is 
still now, among Jews from that 
part of the world, the patriarch 
of the clan. (Back on the French

Spend an afternoon with the high- 
school-age kids participating in the 
Hetz va’Keshet (Bow and Arrow) 
Programme, and your faith in the 
future will be magically restored. 
This is a five-week summer pro- 
gramme created to strengthen the 
ties of children of yordim to the IDF 
and Israel. By all accounts it is a 
resounding success, the more so be- 
cause of the doldrums that every 
other Zionist project seems to be 
going through. ᾿ 

Currently in its eighth year, it is 
jointly sponsored by the Jewish 
Agency and the Gadna; the Agency 
provides money and logistics, the 
Gadna facilities and hand-picked 
idealistic NCOs and officers. 

Aside from an introduction to 
military life, which includes a taste 
of basic training as well as visits to 
IDF bases, the programme heavily 
emphasizes tours throughout the 
country. At the suggestion of Hetz 
va'Keshet veterans, more of the 
travelling this year was done on 
foot, and less by bus, than in the 
past. 


Participants include roughly equal 
numbers of boys and girls from 
abroad and boys and girls from Isra- 
el. The programme is unquestion- 
ably elitist -- both Israelis and for- 
eign participants are carefully 
screened — so the atmosphere is far 
more intellectually stimulating than 
at an ordinary summer camp. 

The programme is designed for 
everyone involved to have a roaring 
good time, but both kids and coun- 
sellors are also a serious, thoughtful 
bunch, This combination of gregari- 
ousness and idealism proved to be 
quite infectious -- an afternoon spent 
in their company Jeaving one with a 
pleasant buzz of optimism. 

Reality, in the form of the inti- 
fada, did leave its mark on this sum- 
mer’s programme, though not to the 
same extent it did with other pro- 
grammes for youth from abroad. 
The Kiryat Moriah Centre in Jerusa- 
lem, where the group was based for 
its last week, experienced a 50 per 
cent drop-off in enrolment in Jewish 
Agency . compared to 
25 per cent in Hetz va’Keshet. 

A total of some 300 youths partic- 
ipated this year (150 from abroad) 
compared to 400 last year (200 from 
abroad). For the first time this year, 
foreign participants included a few 
from Europe in addition to the U.S. 
and Canada. Also for the first time, 
a few children of non-Israelis were 
allowed to join. 

The entire group was divided into 
four sub-groups, or plugot (compa- 
nies), two younger companies (aged 
15 to 16), one older (aged 17 to 18), 
and one other group comprised of 

. programme veterans who wanted to 
. Fepeat the experience. The older 
company was divided equally into 

English-speaking and Hebrew- 

speaking platoons. 

The military training included a 
session at a firing range with an M- 
16 rifle, open-field drills for individ- 
uals and three-men teams, field- 
craft such as camouflage and 
navigation, short forced marches 
(one with a ‘wounded soldier’ being 
carried on a stretcher), an obstacle 
course, and three days at the Win- 
gate Institute where they learned 
hand-to-hand fighting aud rock- 
climbing among other things. The 
navigation training included a sev- 
en-kilometre hike on a moonless 
night in the hills near Ramot Men- 
ashe which took some four hours.

Unity an empty slogan 


The Tora reading for this week is 
Re’eh (Deufleronomy 11:26-16:17). 


“AND THEY cried aloud and 
slashed themselves with swords and 
spears as was their custom until their 
blood flowed.” This is a description 
of the conduct of the prophets of 
Baal during their heated debate with 
Elijah on Mount Carmel (1 Kings 
18:28). It vas: it seems, either a 
common way of expressing passion- 
ate feelings or part of the regular 
mourning rites within ancient pagan 
societies (com. Lev. 21:5; Jer. 16:6; 
41:5). Tora is out to forbid such seHi- 
destructive pagan practices, and 
commands: “You are children of the 
Lord your God, you shall not cut 


yourselves . . . for the dead” (Deu- 
teronomy 14:1). 
As children of the one father, 


which all of you are, you must know 
that he is also grieved at the death of 


cutting yourselves for the dead. Cry- 
ing out loud, slashing oneself until 
blood flows, may appear to gratify 


the above prohibition, ἰο titgodedu. 
They read them in the sense of /o 
te’'asu agudot agudot, do not cut 
yourselves up into multiple institu- 
tions and factions. You are all chil- 
dren of the Lord ~ stay together as 
one 

This sentiment did not remain in 
the realm of aggada only, as a noble 
wish for unity and togetherness, but 
was taken as a binding directive in 
matters of Halacha as well.

it also have concrete parameters? Is 
any kind of separatist organization 
of Jews prohibited? Must all Jews 
accept the jurisdiction of a one and 
only cary? Did they ever? Or, 
reverse the questions: can each and 
every group “make Shabbat” for it- 
self? Is there no hierarchic authority 
at all and can anyone do what is 
“Tight in his own eyes"? Where is 
this liable to lead us? At which point 
will the “oneness” of the Jewish 
people collapse and Israel as one 
people gradually disintegrate? 

Those are the questions the Jew- 
ish world must face today in all ear- 
nestness instead of simply playing 
around with slogans of “unity.” 
Unity is, of coure, vital for Jewish 
existence and its continued creativ- 
ity; no one argues with this as a 
general principle. The problem lies 
in its translation into day-to-day life, 
as the polarity between the various 
religious groupin; grows and gets 
ever more entrenched; and as tens of 
lists will run, God and the Jews will- 
ing. for the forthcoming Knesset 
elections." 


AT THE RISK of going against the 
po trend, let me state that I see 
“unity” among Jews today as but an 
empty, almost meaningless, slogan, 
unless and until each group learns to 
Tespect the otherness of the other 
and refrains from disqualifying or 
delegitimizing others as Jews.

Lord your God." Tora seems 10 in- 
dicate that the multiple diversity of 
expressions of Jews and Judaism is 
allowed, even encouraged, as long 
as there remain a common basis and 
2 common goal for al) the various 
groups. The basis according to Tora 
is God's fatherhood of ail of Israe!; 
and the goal is in the words that 
follow (14:2): ki am kadosh Ata, 
“For you are a holy people... 

‘When was the last time ἴῃ modern 
Jewish history that the common ba- 
sis and corporate goal of the entire 
Jewish people was clarified and 
stated? 

Jewish unity rang lod and clear 
during the Holocaust. When the 
gates of Auschwitz and Treblinka 
opened up. they opened up equally 
for all Jews. Ar the gates no one 
checked who was a Jew. or asked 
what kind of Jew one was; the Hassid 
and the atheist, the Orthodox, Con- 
servative and Reform, the socialist 
and capitalist, the Ashkenazi and 
the Sephardi al! went through those 
gates together. 

Is that the only mode} that the 
Jew can present today for exenmpli- 
fying Jewish unity? What are the 
goals towards which we are all mov- 
ing as a people? Tora rejects the 
tragic and negative as a main viable 
option. It points instead to a positive 
basis and a positive goal. As long as 
these exist, the prohibition of lo sir- 
godedu could live hand-in-hand with 
the tendencies of super-individual- 
ism and non-conformism which are 
part of the excitement and beauty of 
the heritage of Judaism. 

“Unity” by itself is a mere slogan. 
The search for goals that may unite 
us beyond our differences, is the 
challenge we have to face. 

This challenge can be met by fo- 
cusing on some partial | . with- 
out defining or agreeing on one 
overall . This was en 10 me 
recently when I participated in the 
13th conference of Caje (Coalition 
for Alternatives in Jewish Educa- 
tion). Here were close to 2,000 Jew- 
ish educators, Orthodox, Conserva- 
tive, Reform and secular, who had 
overcome “denominational” barri- 
ers in order to meet in Jerusalem for 
10 days to study and discuss together 
a subject which combines the 
aims and essence of that which ch may 
save us from the dangers of 
over-splintering of lo titgodedu. This 
was how to give the next generation 
of Jews the sense of atem 
lashem eloheichem, “You are God's 
children” which applies to all Jews, 
and the common goal of ki am ka- 
dosh ata, “You are a holy people.” 

As “children,” cach one of use 
might wish bid his own way, as if 
he were an “only child,” but with all 
our Hagosdrlestiod. Tora reminds 
us that we are also part of a peo) le, 
a special people, © “a poly Fe peop'e as 
And as a people, we are desti 
go it, or God forbid, to go tates 
together.

chines and ipment for invest- 

ments in the frst half of the year 
dropped eight per cent with the 
trend even sharper in the second 
quarter of this period. But raw ma- 
terials and other production-input 
imports grew 17 per cent i,, the first 
half of the year, mainly for the food 
industry where raw material imports 
rose more than 23 per cent. Foreign 
investments recovered during the 
first half of the year after 1987's low 
tevel, to 523 million in industry com- 
pared to $10 million in the same 
period last year. . 

SERVICES: This is the main 
boom industry. For years, services 
were discriminated against com- 
pared to industry. But in recent 
years Israelis have found they like to 
spend more on Icisure and higher 
standards of living, almost ‘at any 
price’. They spend more on better 
private health care. health clubs, va- 
cations in Israel, and better shop- 
Ping centres. At the same time, cap- 
ital venture was looking for better 
and less risky investments, so the 
result is that more firms are looking 
at, and i investing in, old-age homes, 

. private clinics, communica- 
tion installations (Pelephon) and re- 
cently cable TV franchises in which 
some companies competed. 

COMMERCE: This is another 
sector discriminated against by gov- 
emment through fiscal laws and reg- 
ulations: But over the last few years 
there has been a growth in commer- 
cial activity, ranging from new malls 
up to international trade. More and 
more Jews are going back to an ac- 
tivity that for almost three genera- 
tions in Israe! was considered unpro- 
ductive, To be a merchant is nothing 
to be ashamed of any more, espe- 
cially in the Tel Aviv area. 

The big chains which handle up to 
20 per cent of private retail con- 
sumption suffered a 6 per cent drop 
in revenues in the second quarter 
compared to the first quarter. But, 
all in all, in the first sx months of 
the year there was a 3 per cent rise 
compared to the same period last 
year. The second quarter fall may 
have to do with the drop in tourism 
from abroad. 

TOURISM: In the first seven 
months of the year there was a 10 
per cent drop compared to the same 
period last year. But this fall, mainly 
caused by the intifada, was much 
more painful because of the previ- 
ously-expected jump for the tourism 
industry. It should be mentioned 
that the worst period was during the 
second quarter of the year, when the 
number of tourists dropped almost 
29 per cent in seasonal-adjusted

Our structure has been changing 
to a more balanced one, with more 
leisure services and commercial ac- 
tivity and less traditional uncompet- 
itive industries which rely on ἃ 
cheap fabour force. We have be- 
come a more normal country with 
smaller fluctuations in our activity 
and trends, mainly thanks to the 
economic stabilization programme. 

We are, however, moving at a 
slower pace of activity than expect- 
ed at the begining of the year. Ac- 
cording to Finance Minister Moshe 
Nissim we lost about 1.5 per cent of 
the GNP because of the intifada. 
But we still are growing this year at a 
rate of 2-2.5 per cent. We are not in 
a recession but in a positive restruc- 
turing of our economy. After the 
election we may face an even further 
slow-down in economic activity; but 
this time the slowdown will have the 
benefit of lower inflation, the high- 
est-ever foreign reserves and a much 
better economic structure. 

Still it is hard to convince the herd 
— trained to panic for some genera- 
tions - to be calm.
